Washington, 
June 
22.—Trans-con 
tinental railwaj^s won their fight for 
title to some $700,000,000 worth of oil 
lands when the supreme court today 
held void the 
clause in the 
patents 
making the land revert to the govern- 
ment if found to contain minerals. 


The court held that the patents were 
irregular but that they could not be 
attacked collaterally—by 
other 
claim- 
ants—but could only be set aside by a 
direct attack by the government. 


Justice Vandevanter, for the court, 
incidentally emphasized the claim that 
the government's time in which it coujd 
attack the patents had expired in 1900 
or 1901. 


What Vandevanter Said. 


"In every case before tliis 
court," 
said 
Justice 
VandeA'anter, 
"we 
have 
held that whore the law says that only 
mineral or homestead' lantls are to be 
granted by the land officials, the of- 
ficials m^ist do tlieir duty of ascertain- 
ing wliether that land came within the 
la^v and that they could not perform 
their duty by inserting exceptions if. 


from the government if later it was 
found to contain minerals. 


Cites Only Instance. 


"Let us see what this would mean in 
the case of the Northern Pacific," said 
he. 
"The N'orthern Pacific got every 
alternate section of land in a forty 
mile wide strip from I>uluth to the 
Pacific. 
Should these causes be held 
valid the question would arise as to 
whether those who long ago purchase! 
from the railroad and created farms, 
randies and towns upon them have any 
rights."

Washington, June 22.—The supreme 
court today reversed the decision of the 
eighth United States circuit court of 
appeals which said that the vows of 
poverty in Catholic orders were void 
because against public policy. 


•The point arose in the case of Au- 
gustin Wifth, a member of the Cider 
of St. Benedict, for some sixty years, 
who died while serving as a priest in 
charge of the parish 
of 
the German 
Catholic church at Springfield, Minn. 
He had taken a vow of poverty to turn 
all his property over to the'order and 
all that he might thereafter possess in 
return for his support and education; 


Upon his death he was possessed of 
more than $5,000, received from several 
copyrighted books 
written 
by him. 
Wirth's nephews 
and 
nieces, as his 
heirs, claimed tbè property. The circuit 
court of appeals held that, the agree- 
ment of poverty with the society was 
void as against" public policy, and held 
that the nephews and nieces were on- 
titled to the property.

To give 
you a pen picture of that scene I attend- 
ed and was one of a party which sat 
behind the famous "grill," 
the _ only 
place where women are allowed in the 
English house of parliament.

Within the house are the ambassadors 
to England. In the peers' gallery above

land. About them sit the seignors of a 
daj' that is dead. 


The rank and file of both parties crowd 
like school boys on their green benches.

Castlereagh 
and 
Helmsley) wriggle into 
their places. 
Two hours before Mr. Speaker fills the 
chair aggressive die-hards are in

force. Cascades of cheers welcome Lloyd 
George as he appears.

"This course is being adopt- 
ed by the government not because they 
thexpselves think it right and proper, but 
because it is dictated to them by Mr. 
Redmond." 


The premier (Asqxiith) rises precise 
and concise and "pooh-poohs" the ac- 
cusation. 


John Redmond, standing both hands in 
hia pockets, smiles tranquilly. 


"And now," storms the leader of the 
opposition, "let the curtain ring down 
on this contemptible farce. Although it 
is the end of the act, it is not the end 
of the play." 


On that none he ended. 
It is the 
tocsin of toryism. Not a thought of Ire- 
land, her hopes, her problems, the lives 
of her men and women, the future of her 


children. The fight he wages is merely 
for party politics. The men behind him 
are sons and grandsons of those who 
fought Catholic emancipation, the corn 
laws, the first reform bill, and each his- 
toric division found the parties alligned 
as now—tories against the people. 


At 17 minutes to 5 the division bells 
are set ringing. Shepherded by frantic 
whips, followed by groans and cat calls, 
600 members troop into their voting lob- 
bies. 


A 'quarter of an hour of heart-chilling 
suspense. 
Then, Percy IHington, chief 
liberal whip, reports the result—357 to 
274; government majority, 77. 


So the gi-eat bill was won. 
The younger •nationalists break into 
uncontrollable cheers, a clamor of sound 
bursts from the liberal benches.

CHAPTER XX. 


By GEN. FREDERICK FUNSTON.

Generals MacArthur and Wheaton had 
been standing in the 
open 
near 
the 
freight house, closely watching the prog- 
ress of events and 
directing the work 
of the troops that 
had given us such 
invaluable support. 
As soon as General 
Wheaton 
saw 
us 
dash 
down 
t h e 
steep bank of the 
Rio Francis, he had 
called on the near- 
est organizations to 
follow him and had 
started 
for 
the 
bridge. 


The general and 
his staff were the 
first 
to reach us, 
and 
there 
w e r e 
some 
v i g o r o u s 
handshakings 
and 
mut\ml congratula- 
tions. Companies,of the First Montana 
and the Twentieth" Kansas followed as 
rapidly as they could work their way 
over the bridge and, by order of Gen- 
eral Wheaton, took up the pursuit of 
the enemy retiring toward Apalit." The 
open plain was fairly covered with the 
whole 4,000 of them. They were beyond 
rifle range, but the pursuing troops had 
a lively brush with their rear guard,' in 
which Capt. W. H. Bishop, one of the 
most capable and courageous officers of 
the 
Twentieth 
Kansas, 
was 
severely 
wounded. 


We soon made to the culvert under 
which the Maxim that had come so near 
to being our undoing had stood, but it 
had been removed, the wheel marks be- 
ing plainly visible. On the ground under 
the culvert were about twenty dead and 
wounded men, seven of them being Span- 
ish prisoners of war in the hands of the 
insurgents, they being still in the uni- 
form of their service. One of the wound- 
ed, a corporal, told me that he and his 
six comrades had been compelled, under 
" threats of death, to handle the Maxim, 
the insurgents did not imderstand the 
Weapon. The three sui-A'iving Spaniard» 
had been hit in several places, and all 
died that night. 


Several days were required to ferry 
across the river the artillery and trains 
of the division, and it was not until the 
morning of the 4th of May that we were 
ready to resume the advance, and soon 
came under fire. 


The country was so cut up by water- 
courses that effective work was very 
difficult. 
A deep and sluggish lagoon, 
crossed by the railway bridge, was de- 
fended on its farther bank by several 
Hundred of the enemy in open trenches. 
We had with us on a handcar one of 
our. gatling guns, and this weapon was 
placed in position and opened fire, sweep- 
ing the eneray's defenses from right to 
left. 
General Wheaton, who, as usual, 
was. on the firing line, became somewhat 
impatient at the volume of fire delivered 
by this weapon, and called out to the 
sergeant in charge: 
"Turn that damned 
thing faster. Are you trying to take a 
nap?" Whereat thé thing was made to 
fairly hum for a few moments, until the 


sergeant, a gi'izzled old regular with an 
Irish brogue that could not have been 
cut with an ax, tui'ned about, saluted 
very correctly, and said: 
"Sir, we are 
out of ammunition." 
The return blast 
from the brigade commander was in 
every way worthy of the occasion. 


While this affair was going on I had 
sent for Capt. W. A. Albright, command- 
ing Company C of my regiment, and 
was gi'V'ing him instructions as to what 
to do with his company, when a bullet 
struck, one of the steel rails of the rail- 
way track on which we were standing, 
missing General Wlieaton less than a 
foot, and then buried itself in the thigh, 
of the unfortunate Albright. It was this 
officer's birthday, and as he dropped to 
the ground an embarrassed grin over- 
spread his features, as he said: 
"Well, 
this is certainly one hell of a birthday 
present." 


Our fire soon mastered that of the en- 
emy and the greater portion of them fled 
in disorder, but their left, consisting of 
about eighty ^en, had reached the shel- 
ter of a roadway, and lay down in it, 
keeping up a lively fire at a distance of 
about 200 yards. 
I saw that Company 
G, commanded by Capt. 
Howard 
A. 
Scott, was coming up at double time, 
and resolved to have him tm-n the enemy 
out of his cover by a flank attack. 


Captain Scott arrived in.,advance of 
his company, and I was giving him in- 
structions as to what to do when I felt 
a most erriiic blow on my left hand, in 
which I was holding a pair of field 
glasses. 
At first I did not realize that 
I had been shot, but Lieut. B. J. Mitchell, 
who for some years afterward served me 
as aide, picked up the glasses, which had 
been hurled through the air for some 
twenty feet, took me by the arm, and 
called a man of the hospital corps. 


Blood was spattering all over me, and 
I had no desire to look at the offending 
hand, and so held it out to the man, 
looking the other way in the meantime. 
As he examined it, I asked: 
"Is there 
anything left of i,t?" He replied, "Clean 
shot," and told me to sit down. 


As I backed up against the little sta- 
tion building I saw Warner, the regi- 
mental sergeant-major, who had been at 


my side through every fight of the cam- 
paign, reclining • against the wall and 
looking 
decidedly 
peevish. 
I 
said: 
"Warner, where did you get it?" 


He held up his left hand, and it was 
a most terrific blow on my left hand, in 
had been hit in exactly the same place, 
barring the fraction of an inch. 


My hand was being boimd up, and I 
was not yet on my ieet when General 
Wheaton crossed the bridge and hurried 
on foot toward the sound of the firing. 
The general, seeing the men lying down 
behind the railroad track and engaging 
in a fire fight Avith the enemy on their 
front, and noting the fact that I had 
been wounded, misunderstood the situ- 
ation. 
With his tremendous voice he 
called out: 
"Get 
on your feet, you 
damned mice, lying down here, with your 
colonel shot. 
Get on your feet, and 
charge!" 


The recollection of that little charge 
is one of the things that I treasure. The 
fiery old veteran, discharging his revol- 
ver and calling out to the men near him 
to shoot faster and "burn their powder," 
and the general hubbub and excitement, 
gave us a lively minute. There could be 
but one result. We had covered but half 
the distance when the Filipinos began to 
break and run to the rear. 


Darkness was now coming on. 
We 
gathered up our wounded and those of 
the enemy for transportation to the hos- 
pitals in Manila. 
Warner and I were 
able to take care of ourselves for the 
time being, and we went- back to division 
headquarters, General MacArthur 
and 
his staff having come up and established 
themselves in a field a 
few 
hundred 
yards to the rear. 
The 
general 
had 
heard that I had been hit, but not seri- 
ously, and as I came up with my band- 
aged hand, and khaki blouse drenched 
with blood, said very quietly, as if he 
were 
making 
a 
remark 
about 
the 
weather: 
"Well, Funston, you got it 
at last. 
I am glad it is no worse." 


But all things end at last, and at 
about 10 o'clock at night the ambulances 
with their loads of suffering and groan- 
ing men reached 
the 
Bag-Bag, 
the 
wounded were carried in litters across 
the 
now 
partially 
repaired 
railway

There was no light in the or- 
dinary day coach that we occupied, and 
the heat was stifling, but 
finally 
we 
pulled up into Manila. 


As the train stopped at Caloocan I was 
handed a telegram addressed to me as a 
brigadier general. It was signed by Col. 
Thomas H. Barry, now Major General 
Barry, 
and 
read: 
"Congratulations. 
Shake, if your wounded hand will per- 
mit. No man better deserves the star." 


For a moment I was dazed, not un- 
derstanding what was meant, but it soon 
dawned on me that a cable had been re- 
ceived from "Wkshington announcing my 
promotion to the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral of volimteers. 
It had been quick 
work, being largely the result of the 
passage of the Rio Grande at Calumpit, 
only a week before, and was brought 
about by a cabled recommendation from 
the corps commander. Major General El- 
well S. Otis, based on the reports and 
recommendation of Generals MacArthur 
and W3ieaton. 
I must confess that I 
was highly gratified, and nearly' forgot 
the throbbing in my hand.

PmfesBor Koehler Talks. 
Delivering one of the 
Bnglish 
ad- 
dresses, Prof, Edward Koehler, of River 
Forast TeaAhen' collie, said in part: 


"Beventy-flve jears have passed since 
our Lutheran pdlj^rim fathers have come 
to this fair country in search for a 
home "Where they ooiild worship God un- 
disturbed according to the dictates of 
their conscience, began to build among 
the hills of Perry coimty, Mo., the first 
Concordia college, a rough log cabin, des- 
tined to become the alma mater of the 
ni:^erouB and well-equipped insttiluj- 
tions of learning now under the foster- 
ing care of our beloved synod. 
Surely, 
our fathers did not anticipate the mar- 
velous growth of their humble plant. 
And if today they were to arise from 
their graves and behold the sturdy tree 
with it spreading and fruitful branches 
into which their little college in Pen*y 
county has developed, if they were to 
see that our present educational system 
numbers four seminaries and eleven col- 
leges attended by more than 2,000 stu- 
dents, toey would no doubt be surprised, 
astonished and amazed, and lifting up 
their souls unto God, the giver of every 
good and perfect gift, would with grate- 
ful hearts exclaim, the Lord hath done 
great things for them. 


Purpose of College. 
Prof. Louis Wessel, of Springfield, 111., 
spoke concerning the purpose of 
the 
Lutheran educational institutions and of 
Concordia he said: 
« 


"Small though it was, yet our fathers 
loved it well. 
When forty-four years 
later our imposing theological seminaiy 
at St. Louis was dedicated, Dr. WTalther 
did not forget the days of small begin- 
nings. 
Said he amongst other things in 
his dedication speech: 
'That log cabin 
appeared to be a palace to us. Gur pov- 
erty was so great that even such a cabin 
was a marvel in our eyes for which we 
thanked God with tears of joy,' 


"And now, what was its purpose i 
Though our fair land is literally studded 
with educational institutions, yet very 
few have so grand, so noble a purpose 
as had this 'log cabin university.'" 
They Wanted Wisdom. 
Prof, William Dau, , of the St. Louis 
seminary, among other things, said that 
the desire of the early Lutheran set- 
tlers was to educate themselves and 
their offspring, and concerning the es- 
tablishment of the college seventy-fl'^'-e 
years ago, he said: 


"The settlement in Perry county was 
hardly more than a camp; moreover, a 
terrible disappointment in their churcJi 
work had dashed the spirit of faith and 
hope among the settlers, and financial 
ruin was staring theni in the facN), when 
the call -went,forth «rptii «moM tlumu 


was not a grand piece of masonry and 
woodwork. Hands that were better used 
to guiding a pen than mortising timber 
and more skilled in building up the skele- 
ton for a fine sermon than framing the 
rafters for a roof were among the me- 
chanics who raised the log college near 
Altenburg, now decaying, which counts 
this Fort Wayne Concordia 
with 
its 
complex of buildings and groimds aa her 
oldest offspring."

Chicago, June 22.—A squad of police, 
armed with rifles, today had charge of 
the five young lions and their mother, 
which last night killed and partly de- 
voured their keeper, Emerson Dietrich, 
football player and son of a Brooklyn, 
N. Y., architect. 
The animals are tho 
property of Miss -Adgie Castillo, a vau- 
deville performer, w'ho exhibited them. 
She employed Dietrich as her assistant 
and said they were engaged to be mar- 
ried. 


Whether the animals will be destroy- 
ed will be decided after an inquiry into 
the tragedy. 
Trilby, the mother, was a 
tame old lion. The five young lions were 
not quite full grown, born in captivity, 
bottle reared and considered harmless.

investigation 
of 
public health conditions in the United 
States with the gathering of more re- 
liable data; the education of the pub- 
lic "by eVery possible means;" and tho 
"crystalizing of

in 
having enacted necessary public health 
laws, regulations and ordinances which 
will render possible a conservation of 
huma nlife commensurate with our ad- 
vanced knowledge."

Hart has pro- 
posed and has been accepted as fiance 
by Miss Elza Frederic. 
Their ppoposed 
marriage plane now have been, rudely 
interrupted by Mrs. Hftrt, who, through 
Attorney Russell Lord Tarbox, has ob- 
:tained permission from Supreme Court 
Justice Blanchard to reopen the annul- 
ment proceedings and prove two thing« t 


First, that she was not insane when 
she married in 1908, aa her husband con- 
tended when he had their marriage an-

majority was augmented after the con- 
tests 
were disposed of 
and then 
the 
votes on all propositions stood 300 for 
the administration to 120 for the insur- 
gents. 
However, ig the lonvention had 
seated all the insurgent rontesting dele- 
gates, the 
administration 
ticket and 
program would still have had a strong 
working majority. 
The administration 
or Talbot strength held together on all 
propositionis 
and every 
measure 
pro- 
posed by the insurgents was defeated 
by the full voting strength. 
There was 
no action taken on 
the 
rate question 
after the society's general attorney ad- 
vised against it, on accoimt of the courts 
not yet having 
decided 
several test 
cases now pending. 
So 
the 
present 
rates of the Woodmen will continue for 
another three yeari, and there is noth- 
in gto worry about so far as solvency 
is conecrned, with our present surplus 
of over ten million dollars. Indiana was

D. Volz, of Indianapolis, formerly state

During the coming three .year term Mr. 
Volz will handle and have the custody 
of about $35,000,000, benefit and general 
fund, thus increasing the clearing house 
and volume of banking business in the 
state that amount.

He had taken a vow of poverty to turn 
all his property over to the order and 
all that ho might thereafter possess in 
return for his support and education.

Wirth's nephews 
and 
nieces, as his 


heirs, claimed the property. The circuit 
court of appeals held that the agree- 
ment of poverty with the society was 
void as against public policy, and held 
that the nephews and nieces were en- 
titled to the property.

They realize that at best it 
fcnust be but temporary employment, but are trusting to 
luck to find something else when the harvest is over. It 
JOB true that their.places here ran be tilled without serious 
idifB9ulty, but it must be by untrained men. and the nat- 
iural resiilt is for a time at least, a lowering of the effee- 
Jtiveness of the general working organization. 


The present point of interest, however, is found in

G(.nerals MacArthur and Wheaton had

They were beyonc 
rifle range, but the pursuing troops had 
a lively brush with their rear guard, 
which Capt. W. H. Bisliop, one of the 
most capable and courageous officers of 
the Twentieth Kansas, was severely 
•wounded. 


We soon made to the culvert under 


•which the Maxim that had come so near 
to being our undoing had stood, but it 
had been removed, the wheel marks be- 
ing plainly visible. On the ground under 
the culvert were about twenty dead and 
•wounded men, seven of them being Span- 
ish prisoners of war in the hands of the 
insurgents, they being still in the uni 
form of their service.

We had with us on a tiande.tr one of 
our gntling jnms, nnd this weapon wns 
placed in position and opened fire,, sweep- 
ing the enemy's defenses from right to 
left.

was on the firing line, became somewhat 
Impatient at the volume of fire delivered 
by this weapon, and called out to the 
sergeant in charge: "Turn that damned 
thing faster.

Whereat the thing was made to 
fairly hum for a few moments, until the 


sergeant, a grizzled old regular -with an

from the brigade commander was in 
every way worthy of the occasion. 


While this affair was going on I had 


sent for Capt. W. A. Albright, command- 
ing Company 0 of my regiment, and 
was giving him instructions as to what 
to do with his company, when a bullet 
struck one of the steel rails of the rail- 
way track on which we wero standing, 
missing General Wheaton less than a 
foot, and then buried itself in the thigh 
of the unfortunate Albright.

English

dresses, Prof. Edward Koehler, of River 
Forest Teaohoni' college, said in part: 


"Seventy-five years have passed sincn 


our Lutheran pilgrim fathers have, come 
to this fair country in search for a 
home where they could worship God un 
disturbed according to the dictates of 
their conscience, began to build among 
the hillg of Perry county.

our fathers did not anticipate the mar- 
velous growth of their humble plant. 
And if today they wero to arise from 
their graves and behold the sturdy tree 
with It spreading and fruitful branches 
into which their little college in Perry 
county hos developed, if they were to 
see that our present educational system 
numbers four seminaries and cloven col- 
leges attended by more than 2,0011 stu- 
dents, they would no doubt be surprised, 
astonished and amazed, and lifting up 
their souls unto God, the giver of every 
pood and perfect gift, would with grate- 
ful hearts exclaim, the Lord hath done 
great things for them. 


Purpose of College. 


Prof. Louis Wossel, of Springfield, 111., 


npoke concerning the purpose of 
the 


Lutheran educational institutions and of 
Concordia he said: 


"Small though it was. yet our fathers 


loved it well. 
When forty-four years 


later our imposing theological seminary 
at at. Louis was dedicated. Dr. Whither 
did not forget the days of small begin- 
nings. Said he amongst other things in 
his dedication speech: That log cabin 
appeared to be a palace to us. Our pov- 
erty was so great Hint even such a cabin 
wan a marvel in our eyes for which we 
thanked God with tears of joy.' 


"And 
now, what was its purpose? 


Though our fair land is literally studded 
with educational institutions, yet very 
few have so grand, so noble a purpose 
as had this 'log en.hin university.' " 


They Wanted Wisdom'. 


Prof. William Dau, of the St. Louis 


seminary, among other things, said that 
the desiro of the early Lutheran set- 
tlers was to educate themselves and 
their offspring, and concerning the es- 
tablishment of the college seventy-live 
years ago. he said: 


"Tlie settlement in Perry county, was 


hardly more than a camp; moreover, a 
terrible disappointment in their church 
work had dashed tho spirit of faith and 
hope among the settlers, and financial 
ruin wim staring tho.m in the face, when 
the call wont/forth from among them: 
" -•* us build a coUeae!' They iid. 
Ifc 


was not a grand piece of masonry and 
woodwork. Hands that were hotter used 
to guiding a pen than mortising timber 
and more skilled in building up the skele- 
ton for a fine sermon than framing the 
rafters for a roof wore among the me- 
chanics who raised the log college near 
Altonburg, now decaying, which counts 
this Fort Wayne Conoordia with 
its 


complex of buildings and grounds as her 
oldest offspring."

Bloomingdale Asylum for the Insane 
have swung open to release Mrs. Mar- 
guerite Yeoman Hart, the 
beautiful 


orphan girl whose marriage to Edgar J. 
M. Hart, a teacher iu 
the 
American 


^Academy of Dramatic Arts, was annul- 
led in 19(18. 


In the meantime Mr. Hart has pro- 


posed and has been accepted as fiance 
by MIRB Elza. Frederic. Their proposed 
marriage plans now have been rudely 
interrupted by Mrs. Hart, who, through 
Attorney Russell Lord Tarbox, has ob- 


. tained permission from Supreme Court 


Justice Blancliard to reopen the annul- 
ment proceedings and prove two things i 


First, that she was not insane when 


she married in 1906, as her husband con- 
tended when he had their marriage an- 
nulled in 1908; and, secondly, that it 
was not an insane delusion she was suf- 
fering from when she said she was the 
daughter of an English lord and a pretty 
dancer. 


If Mrs. Hart succeeds in proving these 


things the intended marriage of Hart 
and Miss Frederic can not take place 
during her lifetime. She will be entitled 
to alimony from Hart as long, as she 
lives. 


Stranger than fiction is Mrs. Hart's 


story, as set forth in the supreme court 
records. She says she was the only child 
of an Englishman of noble birth who 
married an actress.

. in charge of the matron. 
On arriving 


here the matron placed her in the Eliza- 
beth Home for Girls under the name 
of Margaret Yeoman. 


She was afterward adopted by a Mrs. 


Sterling, mother of Carrie and Juliaus 
Mahr. In 1002 she met Hart and they 
became close friends, later marrying. 


Mrs. Hart says in her affidavit: 
"During my marriage T was treated 


•i>y my husband with great brutality in 
«. variety of ways. In my opinion, worry 
over this treatment wns the cause of my. 
Insanity. I now desire to establish, for' 
»y own sake and for the sake of my 
child, that I was not insane when I 
Wag married and am not insane now. 


In this contention Mrs. Hart is sup- 


ported by Drs. Clarence C Howard and 
Bernard Sachs, alienists, and Carrie S 
Mahr, her foster sister.
